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DISCOVERY 
WHERE IS THE SHIA QURAAN? 


The internal struggle in Iran between the Shia extremist and the Monarchy of the 
Shah in Iran has curned out to be detrimental to the faith of Muslims in other parts 
of the Muslim world.

Verily, I was the person who had an admittance to 
ike Prophet (at ieast} once every Cay and once every night when 
1 used to be alone with him, On such occasions, I had the honour 
lo talk with him on whichever subject he was inclined, The companions 
of the Prophet were in the know that to no other person did the 
Prophet extend such a privilege (of proximity) as be did to me. Many 
a lime, [ had been at my house and the Prophet used to come to see 
me and this was his usual practice. When | was to enter any of his 
(Prophet’s) room to sce him he used to vacate the room for the sake 
of privacy with me. In vacating the room, even his wives were nat 
spared ant there would be nene with him besides myself, But wlien 
the Prophet had his tum to visit my house for private conference, 
he would not exclude Falimah (my wife) and any of my sons (pb, 
u.t.) from his conference. On such occasions, he would reply to my 
queries and when [ had exhausted my queri¢s and remained silent, 
he would himself initiate further discussions. Never was there any 
east of revelation of any of the verse of the Qur*an, which the Prophet 


did not recite and dictate to me and which | did not write down in 


my own hank.

The occultation of the twelfth Imam is, therefore, divided into 
two parts: the first, the minor occultation (gitaybet-t sughra) 
which began in 260/872 and ended in 329/939, lasting about seventy 
years; the second, the majer occultation whtch commenced in 
329/939 and will continue as Jang as God wills it.

Imam al-Bukhari (R.A) has devoted a Chapter in his collection called 
al-Sahih under the caption — “a Chapter on a man who believes that the Prophet- 
peace and blessings of Allah be upon him — did not leave anything fof the 
revelation other than what is (available to us) within the two boards (of the Qur’anic 
copy)”. Under this heading he relates a hadirh narrating: “Ibn ‘Abbas once in reply 
to. a man who asked him: Did the Prophet — peace and blessings of Allah be upon 
him — leave anything (more of the revelation)? He replied: He did not leaye 
anything (of the revelation) other than what is {now available to uS) within the two 
boards (of the Qur'anic copy), A similar report is given by Muhammad ibn 
al-Hanaliya” {Book on Fada’il-e-Quran) 


Ibn Hamz al-Zahiri says in his monumental work entitled al-Fisal 4’l-milal wa 
‘ienihal in these words: “The early and the modern scholars of the Imamiya sect 
hold that he Qur'an has been changed, or matter added inte it which did not 
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originally belong to il, or a great partof Lhe original has been ex punged, und much 
of it has been altered”. Later adds: “The statement that the text of the Qur’an 
between the two of its boards has been altered is manifest Kufr (disbelief} and 
amounts to denying the Messenger of Ailah-peace and blessings of Allah be u pon 
him”. 

The well-known Jurisprudent says: “Firstly, the Book, i.c., the Qur’an 
which has been transmitted to us (and is available) within the two boards, has come 
down to us by way of tawatur (i.c., communicated seve rally by innumerable people 
in all ages)” (Al-Tawdih-Fil-usul). 

A well-known Hanafite Jurisprudent says: “The term “al-kitab” signifes 
enly the Qur'an which had been reycaled unto ihe Messenger of Allah-peace be 
upon him — and which in scribed in the Mushafs (copies of the Qur'an) and which 
has been transmitted by a great number of people in al] ages without any doubt” 
(al-Manar fil-usut} 


(Jalal al-Din) al-Suyuti(R.A.), after having mentioned the statements of other 
scholars regarding the collection of the Qur’an and the arrangement of its text, 
which is tawq'fi: (divinely settled by Allah}, he says: “That Qadj Abu Bakr stares 
in his work entitled al-Intisar thac the accepted view about the Qur'an js that the 
whole of it which Ailah had revealed and He commanded that it should be scribed 
(in the particular manner) and which He did not abrogate later, and the recitation 
whereof has not been taken up after it had once been sent down, is that very text 
which is available to us between the two boards and which corresponds with the 
Redaction of ‘Uthman (may Allah be pleased with him). This is also to be held that 
nothing of it has been dropped out, nor anything added thereunto”. Al-Baghawi 
says in the Shaih al-Sunna: “The Companions may Allah be pleased with them 
collected the Qur’an which is available to us between the nwo boards thereof and 
which Allah had revealed unto His Messen Ber, and they soded nothing into it from 

themselves, nor did they drop out anything therctrom”. (al-S uyuti-al-[tgan} 


Al-Khazin says in the introduction to his well-known Tatsir: “The valid 
proofs have established that the Companions collected the Qur’an which is availa- 
ble to us between the two boards thereof in the same form as Allah the Almighry 
had revealed unto the Messenger of Allah peace and ble ssing of Allah be upon him, 
They did not add anything from themselves not expunged anything therefrom. 
They wrote whatever they heard from the Messen ger of Allah - peace and blessings 
of Allah be upon him - and they did rot change the order of the matter by putting 
cartier or [ater than that was in the original Qur’an. Nor did they give the matter an 
arrangement which the Messenger of Allah - peace and blessings of Allah be upon 
him - had not given. The Qur'an is scribed on the Preserved Tablet in the same 
manner as is available to us in the copies of the Qur’an tody,” (Tarsir-a]-Khazin) 


The Qadi (Iyad) says in the book entitied al-Shifa: “Know that whoever 
should disregard and belittle the importance of the Qur'an or the copy thereof by 
anything, or perverts irs text partially or totally, or denies it, or denies a part of itor 
of a verse, or whoever shold flout the ordinances (of the Qur’an), or distrust any 
Story related in it, or whoever tries to establish that which the (Qur'an) has denied, 
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or trics to deny that which it has established, or whaever should doubt or suspect 
anything of the (Qur'an), verily he isa Kalis (infidel and unbleiever} in the sight of 
the scholars by consensus of opinion, Allah the Almighty says (Q., xli. 42}: 


“It is certainly a Book of infinite value: vanity shall not enter inro it, either From 
before it or from behind it, it is a revelation from a Wise (Allah) Whose praise is 
justly to be celebrated”. fal-Qadi Iyad: yl-Shify) 


Imam al-Zarkash! says in his book called al-Burhan, after he has quoted some 
passages from the al-Intisar of the Qadi: “This is a proof of the genuineness of the 
Qur'an, and its preservation from altcration, addition or corruption. This repu- 
dliates the charges of the Rafida (Shi’a} who claim that some matter has been added 
inte it, and some other matter dropped aut of it, How this could be possible when 
Allah the Almighty szys (Q., xv, 9) 


“We have surely sent Jown the Qur’an: and We will certamly preserve the same 
(trom corruption)”, 


And He also says (Q, ixxv. 17): 


“(It is incumbent) on us co collect (the Qur'an in thy mind} and (to teach thee the 
true) reading thereof”, 


The Community is unanimous on the point that by ‘Hifz’ means to preserve 
(the Qur’an from corruption) by means of continued observance of the ordinances 
by the mukallafs (the believers who are required to abide by the laws of the Qur'an}, 
and thus to keep it guarded against corruption and adulteration (of false things into 
it). This is the absolute proof of the genuineness of the Copy of this Mushaf 
(al-Buihan-fi- ulum Qur'an) 


The Sunni Commentators of the Qur’an mention under the verse (Q., xv.9); 
“We shall certainly preserve it (from corruption)”. 


that the Qur'an is certsinly preserved from any alteration, change or perversion. All 
of them are agreed on this point. For instance, al-Khazin says in his Tafsir: “And 
the (Qur'an) that We have sent dawn unto Muhammad. We shall preserve it”. ie. 
trom any addition (to be made into it). or from 30 mething te be dropped outof it, or 
from alteration, change or tahrif (preversion of the text). The Noble Qur'an is 
undoubtedly preserved from all such things. Nobady from among men, genii etc, 
has been able to make any addition (into its (text), ar drop out anything from it, to 
the extent of a word, or even a letter, This speciality is only im the Noble Qur’an as 
opposed to all the rest of the revealed scriptures: For, some of those scriptures had 
been subjected to tahrif (corry ption), alterations, additions, and substractions. 
Now when Allah the Almighty the Majestic took it upon Himself to keep the 
Qur'an preserved from corruption, it must remain intact and preserved for ever, 
without ever undergoing additions or substractions, (T; afsir-al-Khazin, 3,89) 


Under this verse of the Qur’an (xv. 9), al-Nasafi cleseribes in his Tafs:r: 
“(Allah) has emphasised on the (Muslims) the fact that He alone has definitely 
revealed this (Book) and it is He alone Who has revealed it, well guarded from the 
devils, Again it is He Who will always keep it preserved from any addition that be 
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made, or from any abstraction or perversion that be perpetrated into it, or from any 
alteration that could posstbly be effected in it — unlike the previous seriptures. He 
did not appoint anyone to preserve them. Only the divinely people and learned of 
the church undertock to make changes and pervert the text (of the previous 
Scriptures}, But as for the Qur'an, He did not entrust this (1.¢., preservation) io any 
human being”. 


The Imam Ibn Kathir says: “Then Allah decided that He Himself Who had 
revealed the (Book of) admonition should preserve it from any change and altera- 
tion”. 

Fakhr al-Din al-Razi says in his Tafsir: “We alone can preseryc the (Book 
of} admonition from perversions, or additions and substractions. Another verse 
that supports this aspect of the Qur’an is what He says (Q., xft. 42); 


“Vanity or falschood shall not approach it, cither from before it, or ftom behind it”, 


Commenting on the ayat: “Surely We have sent down the Quran, and We 
will certainly preserve the Same (from corruption” (15-9). Few impor- 
tant statements have been stated from various commentaries:

So much so that if the Shaikh al-Muhib should by 
chance make a slip in vocalisation or prenuriciation of a letter from the Book of 
Allah, young children would shout at him: O Shaikh, you have made a mistake: the 
correct position is like this or that. This is the real significance of the phrase: “and 
We shall certainly preserve the (Qur’an from perversion or corruption)”{Q., xv.

Let it also be known that of all the books, no book other than the Qur'an has 
been ever kepr so intact and preserved. For, every book, whatsoever it be, has bern 
subjected to tahrif and rashif (alteration of the letters), or change to some extent at 
least.
